%. The security clement provided to support the DAD/SA 
nas always endeavored to avoid the biack or white reaction 
to a security problem. Along this line I suggest that I do 
not believe that my recommendation in ref A. was arbitrary 
or capricious, and as in other instances where the recom- 
mendations of security have net received the concurrence of 
the Front Office, your noncurrence in the proposed action 
waa aeecepted naturally as the final decision. 


4. 4 feel I woule be derelict, however, in not invit- 
ing to your attention certain additional feelings I have in 
this regard. 


a. As you know, once we received the preliminary 
indication from the Office of Security thet in 211 probabi- 
lity a security clearance would not be granted to permit the 
Subject's use, we did not pursue the matter, I feel certain 
that the Director of Security would issue e formal disappro- 
Wal. 
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b. To date I have not informed the Office of Secu~- 
vity, and I heve been derelict here, of the fact that this 
individual concerning whom serious sccurity questions exist 
is, in fact, employed by EE who is privy to ultra- 
sensitive information pertaining to projects of the highest 
national significance. Here again I feel thet if thie fact 
was called to the attention of the Director of Security (as 
it should be even if it were referred routinely to a lower 
element of O08}, it ia my decided opinion that 
would react less than favorably. 


6. <Aithough the Subject is being utilized appsrentiy 
in an unwitting technical capacity and net privy to “classi- 
tied information”, it is interesting to me to note thet the 
Agency ig being called upon to underwrite her expenses on 
travel abroad with EE spporently on an assignment 
in which the Agency has an interest. (From the Agency view- 


point, how desirable it would be to have an American egent 
work clogely with a genior Soviet official privy to Soviet 
information of a comparable nature that is available to 

I would definitely agree that such an American 
agent couid work mogt effectively even though she didn't have 
& Soviet security clearance. 


&. The above observations are provided to insure that 
you do appreciate my position and I encourage the DAD to recog~- 
nige that with regard to the Subject I believe we are in a 
position subject to valid criticism.
